When the name of a potential Scout is 
received the Scout Service Center will for- 
ward it to the unit leader nearest the boy’s 
home along with two photos of Astronaut 
John Glenn and an application to join the 
Scouts. A letter from Col. Glenn encourag- 
ing the non-Scout to join will accompany 
the photo. 

Once a unit leader has received this in- 
formation he should arrange for one of his 
Scouts to deliver in person the photo of 
Col. Glenn and invite the boy to join his 
Scout unit, One of the photos will be kept 
by the Scout who makes the contact. 

In addition to the photos and the boy’s 
application being sent to the unit leader, 
an additional enrollment form and return 
envelope for registering the new Scout, 
Cub or Explorer will be enclosed. As new 
boys are recruited the additional enrollment 
blanks, should be returned to the council 
Service Center where the unit leader will 
automatically receive a Scout Booster badge 
to be presented to the boy who recruited 
another boy into the Scouting program.
